The Ninth Annual Report of the Endemic Diseases Section 

for the Year 1936 


I.—ANKYLOSTOMA and bilharzia branch 


New Units Inaugurated 

In view of the great need of Menufia and Sharqia Provinces for ankylostoma and 
bilharzia hospitals, in spite of the units already existing therein, the creation of two travelling 
ankylostoma and bilharzia units has been approved in this year’s budget, one for each of 
the two Provinces. Arrangements are being made for their inauguration, and treatment 
is anticipated to commence early in 1937 in each. 

And in view of the need of the country, Lower Egypt in particular, for more ankylostoma 
and bilharzia units, the creation of the following units has been proposed in the 1937-1938 
budget:— 

(1) Two ankylostoma school clinics, each provided with a car to facilitate their moving 
amongst public maktabs for treatment of pupils in tillages. 

(2) Twenty-two ankylostoma branches in district hospitals where. special sections 
for such branches had been provided. The creation of such branches will help the travelling 
hospitals to proceed with the treatment in villages and towns, which are distant from 
district hospitals. 


Number of Patients 

The number of new patients seeking treatment during this year was 768,701, being 
an increase of 8,966 over those of the previous year. The number of patients treated for 
bilharziasis was 77,530 or 621 °/ 0 , the number of injections given being 2,989,805, at the 
rate of 6*3 injections per patient. This is due to the inclination of the fellah to cease 
treatment soon after the slightest improvement, despite the advice given him as to the 
benefits of completing the course of treatment. 

The number of patients treated for ankylostoma was 189,619 or 24'6 °/ 0 . 

The number of patients treated for other intestinal parasites was 14,965, or 9*6 °/ 0 . 
These patients received 241,912 doses of carbon tetrachloride or chenopodium and castor 
oils. 


Propaganda for the Protection against Parasitic Infection 

Considering the importance of propaganda in preventing parasitic infections and 
protection against bilharzia, etc., the medical officers of all the endemic diseases units have 
been instructed to give regular lectures in various localities, in addition to the efforts of 
the Propaganda Office in this respect. 

They have also been asked to find out the source of severe infection with the chief 
parasites, namely ankylostoma, bilharzia, and ascaris, especially in the localities where the 
number of patients seeking treatment is great. They are to proceed to such localities 
in the appropriate time for the investigation of the source of infection and its eradication. 




Treatment of Pupils of Public Maktabs in Villages 

It was observed tbat the intelligence of parasite-infected pupils was mucb below that 
of healthy pupils of the same age. At the request of the Ministry of Education, the Section 
started in November an experiment by sending an ankylostoma school clinic in a motor¬ 
car to Ashmoun Region, this being a new method for the treatment of the largest number 
of pupils of publio maktabs in their villages without requiring them to travel long distances, 
because of their young age. It is expected to extend this scheme to other localities after 
its organisation and arranging for the proper carrying out of the work. 

The Section did not stop at this point in the treatment of pupils, but instructed all 
ankylostoma units to take up the treatment of pupils in schools lying within their circum¬ 
scription during the intervals when attendance at the units is at its lowest, particularly 
during winter which coincides with the beginning of the school-year. 


The Experiment of spraying Tents with ShirJan Solution 

Although the experiment of spraying tents of ankylostoma units with Shirlan solution 
proved successful, as mentioned in last year's report, yet the falling of rain and the blow¬ 
ing of strong winds in some regions which damaged, in certain cases, the tents and equip¬ 
ment led the Section to consider the substitution of wooden kiosks for the tents and wooden 
walls for those made of matting ; the latter being easily penetrated by patients attempting 
to escape earlier than the fixed time of departure. It is realised that much economy will 
be effected because of the durability of the wood, as compared with the easily destroyed 
matting. The substitution will gradually take place according to the funds available. 


Success of the Treatment of Ascaris with Chenopodium and Castor Oils 

A mixture of chenopodium and castor oils was used in the treatment of absolute 
ascaris or ascaris accompanied by ankylostoma. Very good results were obtained and 
no complications were observed in the patients treated with that mixture. 
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II.—TUBERCULOSIS BRANCH 


New Units inaugurated 

During the year under review, a chest diseases dispensary, was opened at Assiut (8-2-36). 
The chest diseases dispensary proposed to be created at Damanhur is expected to be 
opened early in 1937. Arrangements are being made for the inauguration of the chest 
diseases dispensary proposed to be created at Zagazig, 

Fouad Sanatorium, Helwan 

An increase of 45 beds for the accommodation of the Sanatorium is anticipated. These 
will be reserved for the cases which get worse in order to avoid having to discharge them in 
an advanced stage of the disease, and thus evade the possibility of spreading the disease 
amongst contacts. 

During 1936, 1,135 patients were admitted to the Sanatorium and 1,109 were discharged, 
the number of inmates on January 1 , 1937 being 368. Of the discharges, 421 patients got 
better, 431 patients remained stationary, 134 patients got worse and 123 patients died. 
Detailed statistics are annexed to this report. 

In future, scientific reports will be published regarding the ability of patients to resume 
their professions after leaving the Sanatorium. 

Much indispensable repairs have been effected to transform a building which was once 
one of the largest hotels into a sanatorium capable of accommodating a large number of 
patients. This is undoubtedly an arduous job. 

Project of the Tanta Tuberculosis Hospital 

The necessary credit required for buying the site for this hospital has been applied 
for in the 1937-1938 budget. 

Alexandria Maritime Sanatorium 

The Maritime Sanatorium which used to belong to the Child Welfare Section has been 
attached to this Section as from September 1 , 1936. It is now concerned with the treatment 
of surgical tuberculosis in its various forms. It has been provided with all the necessary 
instruments and is put under the direction of a trained specialist. Patients in the Sana¬ 
torium are either operated upon or set in plaster according to the exigency of the case. 
All the patients have been x-rayed after the X-Ray apparatus was repaired. 

The Maritime Sanatorium Out-patients Clinic 

(1) Circumcision and eye-painting have been suppressed. 

-(2) The clinic has, instead, been reserved for the treatment of medical and surgical 
diseases in children with a view to detecting the suitable cases for treatment in theln-patients 
Department. In the meantime other hospitals have been asked to forward cases suitable 
for sanatorial treatment. 

The necessary measures have been taken for the notification of surgical tuberculosis 
with a view to estimating the extent of its spread and adopting the necessary measures for 
combating it. The project for the creation of more sanatoria for the treatment of tuber¬ 
culosis is still under consideration. 

Dispensaries’ Attendances 

The number of patients who sought treatment at the chest diseases dispensaries was 
56,994, with an increase of 14,712 patients over those of the previous year, or 34’8 °/ 0 . 

During the year, 2,855 cases or 5 per cent of the new patients were found positive for 
tuberculosis. 



Tuberculin Treatment 


5,071 tuberculin injections were given to patients at the dispensaries during the year. 

Gold Salts Treatment 

944 gold salts injections were given to patients at the dispensaries during the year. 

Home Treatment 

The Chest Diseases Dispensary at Mobtadayan pursued the treatment of 41 positive 
cases for tuberculosis from amongst the patients who observed the instructions given to 
them, namely complete rest for two months from date of diagnosis before considering the 
application of any other treatment. 

Most of these patients suffered from bilateral lesions and had no previous sanatorial 
treatment. Only four of them could be admitted to the sanatorium but they refuse 
admission. In other words, all these patients were in an advanced stage of the disease, 
as compared with those ordinarily referred to the Sanatorium. The following are the 
results observed:— 

(1) Number of patients improved ... 27 

(2) Number of patients remained stationary . 10 

(3) Number of patients got worse . 4 

It is believed that most of the patients, with the exception of the very advanced cases, 
would benefit by the home treatment if they could afford complete rest in somewhat sanitary 
houses which are often available in many cases. 

There is, besides, a large number of patients attending the dispensary in the early stage 
of the disease who, because of their poverty are obliged to carry on their business and thus 
help the disease advance and their condition grow worse, even during the interval of waiting 
for their turn to be admitted to the free section at the Sanatorium. There is no doubt 
that regular grants for the aid of such patients will have a far reaching effect in avoiding 
the lamentable end to which they would come if they were left without aid. 

For the realisation of this end the Section took the necessary steps to obtain contribu¬ 
tions from provincial councils for the aid of such necessitous patients, and has actually 
succeeded in getting them. 


Dental Treatment 

The Fouad Sanatorium Dental Clinic has carried out the dental treatment of patients. 
Every new patient is referred to the clinic to have his teeth examined and the necessary 
treatment prescribed. The number of patients attending the Clinic during the year amount¬ 
ed to 4,111, although the treatment is carried out in the clinic three days a week. 

On October 10, 1935, a dental clinic was opened at the Mobtadayan Chest Diseases 
Dispensary for the treatment of patients attending the Cairo Chest Diseases Dispensaries. 
During the period from date of inauguration up to the end of 1935, the number of patients 
attending the clinic was 348. Treatment is carried out twice a week. During this year 
there was an increase of 1,114 over the attendance of the previous year. 

It has been observed that pulmonary tuberculosis patients attending the dispensary 
clinic, suffered from caries of the teeth, jaws and suppuration of the gums. In addition 
bo their dental treatment, such patients were given the necessary instructions for the 
preservation of their teeth. 

A New Section for the Chest Diseases and Leprosy 

In view of the proposed increase of units for combating pulmonary and surgical tuber¬ 
culosis and for the proper organisation of the work, it was considered advisable to create 
a separate section for chest diseases and leprosy. 


III.—LEPROSY SECTION 


Abu Zaabal Leprosy Colony 


The notification of leprous cases requiring isolation continued throughout the year, 
but unfortunately there was no sufficient room at the Colony to accommodate all the cases. 
Some patients who became negative were discharged and infectious cases were admitted 
in their place. 

The patients who have been accommodated in tents, for want of room, are now accom¬ 
modated in wooden wards ; there being no funds available in the budget for the necessary 
extension of the building. It was, however, possible to increase the number of beds from 
180 to 225. 

The number of patients remaining in the Colony at the end of December 1936 was 
200, with 37 patients less than last year, because of the discharge of the negative cases. 

The isolation of lepers being the most important factor in combating and exterminating 
leprosy, the Ministry prepared a law regulating the isolation of lepers. Soon after this law 
is revised and put in the legal form, it will be submitted to the Parliament for approval. 
The construction of the necessary quarters for the isolation of lepers at the Colony will be 
carried out in proportion with the grants which will be approved in future. As regards 
the water and lighting plans for the Colony these have been prepared and will be put into 
adjudication during next year, and are expected to be completed by the end of the fiscal 
year. 

During the year, the Colony was provided with two Fordson tractors to help the present 
two machines to produce water and light until the arrangements for the supply of light 
from the Egyptian State Railways Workshops at Abu Zabaal are completed. With the 
completion of the water plan, water will be supplied to the Colony in a satisfactory manner. 
The temporary machines will then be dispensed with. 


Cairo Leprosy Hospital 

The attendance at the Cairo Leprosy Hospital continued to increase during the year. 
The number of female lepers resident during the year was 108, with an increase of 24 over 
those of last year in spite of the fact that the hospital capacity is 75 beds only. It is anti¬ 
cipated to further increase the accommodation next year. 

With a view to preventing the disturbances arising from the association of the out¬ 
patients and the female in-patients, the Ministry considered the creation of sub-clinics 
in the Cairo suburbs for the treatment of out-patients, each at the nearest clinic to his 
residence. 


Out-patients Clinics in the Provinces 

The Ministry continued to increase the sub-clinics annexed to the Central Clinics 
which had been introduced for the first time to Tanta Leprosy Clinics. These sub-clinics 
helped to increase the number of patients seeking treatment who were saved the trouble 
of travelling to the Central Clinics. The dose of medicine has been increased to about 
twice its amount according to the tolerance of the patient. It is the same amount the 
patient received if he attended the clinic twice a week. Thus, it is now possible for one 
medical officer to manage three different sub-clinics. 

The leprosy sub-clinic at Kafr Saqr has been substituted by one at Abu Ivebir, because 
the latter place, besides being a railway junction, lies in the centre of several large towns. 
In addition to the sub-clinics at Abu-Kcbir and Mina el-Qamh, two other sub-clinics at 
Senbellawein and Abu Hammad have been annexed to Zagazig Clinic thus, there are now 
five sub-clinics annexed to the Central Clinic at Zagazig. 
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A new sub-clinic is being created at Tima to be annexed to Soliag Clinic and treat¬ 
ment is anticipated to be commenced shortly. The Ministry is introducing the sub-clinics 
scheme to all the other clinics in the Provinces. It will further be observed in the creation 
of further central clinics. 

Complaints were raised by the patients because of the absence of shelters at the sub¬ 
clinics for the patients waiting for the treatment. The Ministry, desiring to remove all 
causes of complaint, lias provided all the sub-clinics with shelters, although the patients 
visit the clinics once a week. 

A new clinic has been approved in the 193G-1937 budget and arrangements are being 
made for its equipment and inauguration at Damanhur early next year. There will be 
four sub-clinics created in suitable localities and annexed to this one. 

Two other clinics are proposed in the 1937-1938 budget and their approval is expected, 
there being many Provinces which are badly in need of such clinics. 


Attendance of Patients 


The number of patients seeking treatment at all the leprosy units during the year 
was 1,031, against 1,081 in the previous year. On examination 726 were found suffering 
from leprosy, against 584 last year. The remainder suffered from other skin diseases and 
were referred to the hospitals concerned. 

The total number of patients applying for treatment at all leprosy units since the 
inauguration of the leprosy branch, in 1929, amounted to 9,194, of which 4,387 suffered from 
leprosy and 4,807 from other skin diseases. It was also discovered that 280 lepers have been 
repeatedly registered by several clinics, leaving 4,107 lepers proper who applied for treat¬ 
ment during the seven years. If it is remembered that the field of work covers a little 
less than half the country, then the estimation of the number of patients (lepers) in Egypt 
by 10,000 is not far from right and may possibly attain 15,000, if we note that new patients 
are still applying for treatment in the localities where clinics have been created. The number 
of patients’ visits to the units during the year was 83,045. 302 kilos of oils used in the 

treatment of leprosy were used in injections, or at the rate of 3"6 centimetres an injection. 
The average rate of the attendance of patients was 3T37 %, i.e. 1,376 lepers regularly 
attended the clinics which makes the average number of injections given to each patient 
—or the average number of visits during the year—60 and the average amount of oil given 
to each patient was 220 centimetres. 

- The annual cost of upkeep of a patient including treatment, food and administrative 
expense, amounted to L.E. 11*280 mills. The total expenditure of the branch including 
salaries, equipment, and rations, amounted to L.E. 15,522. The cost of upkeep of the 
in-patient was L.E. 36*500 mills., or at a rate of 100 mills, per day. The out-patient costs 
70 mills, for each visit, or a total of L.E. 4*200 mills. It may appear that the average 
cost of upkeep of the individual patient is comparatively high, but this may be attributed 
to the local difficulties which have not yet been surmounted, for instance the absence of 
the water supply from the Colony prevented resident lepers from carrying on agricultural 
work, which would help to economise much of the cost of food. Also the issue of the law 
regulating the isolation of lepers will help organising their residence in the Colony and 
the employment ol able lepers. The Colony will then be productive and can easily maintain 
itself. With regard to the out-patient, it is the difficulty of communications, particularly 
in Upper Egypt, and the poverty of the patients which make up for the high cost of a patient’s 
visit. Should the attendance become 100 % or a little more than three times the present 
attendance, there would be no extra cost besides the price of the oil used in injections and 
dressings, whereas the other expenses would remain the same. In this case the cost of the 
patient’s visit would not exceed 25 mills. 


Educational Missions 

There are now four out of nine medical officers in the Leprosy Section who have 
received special training on leprosy abroad. A fifth medical officer is still on mission 
studying bacteriology. 




Training of Leprosy Medical Officers on Ophthalmic Work 

In view of the frequent occurrence of eye complications in lepers, it was decided to 
train all leprosy medical officers on ophthalmic work, to enable them to deal with such 
complications. It has been proposed in the next budget to send another medical officer 
to study leprosy in India, the Philippine Islands and Japan, particularly the regulations 
in force in Japan. It is the intention of the Section to train all its medical officers on skin 
diseases with a view to helping them detect early cases of leprosy from amongst the other 
skin diseases.
